DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1, The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by anotlier 
filed in the United States before tlie invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in tlie United States before tlie invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) sliall liave the effects for 
purposes of tliis subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in tlie English language. 

2. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bloebaum et 
al. (U.S. Pat. #: 6,208,808). 

Regarding claim 1, Bloebaum et al. ("Bloebaum") teaches a method for updating timing 
information in a wireless communication network (i.e., a GSM network 12 as shown in figure 
la), comprising: 

detecting, at a mobile unit in an area serviced by a base station (i.e., GPS-MS 10, 
col. 9, lines 1-37), signal data containing accurate timing information, said signal data received 
from a source other than a base station (i.e., received from at least one of satellite, col. 16, 
lines 5-20; col. 17, line 1-3); 

deriving accurate timing information from said signal data (col. 18, lines 3-18); 

generating association data associating said accurate timing information with base 
station timing information maintained by said base station (col. 18, lines 35-44); and 
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updating network timing information for said base station using said associated data 
(col. 18, line 58 -col. 19, line 57). 

Regarding claim 2, Bloebaum teaches the MLC 14 instructs the MSC/VLR 15 to 
request GPS-MS 10 for the derived GSP base time from signals received from the satellites. 
The same procedures are repeated on a plurality of different GPS-MS lO's within the 

geographical area served by the MSC/VLR or MLC. Therefore, said network timing

information is updated using timing information received from a plurality of the mobile units

within such geographical area served by the MSC/VLR or MLC.
